Shows 
Signs of 
Housing 
Recovery

Similar to the housing trends 
of other cities in the United 
States, Berea also suffered a 
boom and bust period, though 
both the boom and bust were 
less extreme than for most oth¬ 
ers. In his annual report to the 
Berea City Council on Feb. 21, 
Dale Van Winkle, codes admin¬ 
istrator for the City of Berea, 
showed the rising and falling 
of housing and development in 
Berea the last several years, and 
some promising signs of recov¬ 
ery within the past two. 

"Berea has followed national 
trends in housing," Van Winkle 
said, "but seems to follow a few 
years behind, and it is also less 
extreme. It didn't hit as low as 
many other areas, and it started 
to recover quicker as well." 

VanWinkle believes it is 
likely that Berea took a softer

Council 
Discusses 
Yard Sales, 
Chickens, 
Roads

Berea city council members 
reviewed both the yard sale 
ordinance and the informally 
named chicken ordinance dur¬ 
ing their work session on Tues¬ 
day night, with staff members 
recommending changes in how 
each were administered. 

City Administrator Randy 
Stone and Codes Administrator 
Dale VanWinkle recommended 
that yard sale permits be admin¬ 
istered through the codes office 
instead of the finance office, so 
they could be monitored. 

Currently, the city ordinance 
governing yard sales states that 
people can only have two a year 
for no more than two days, with 
a minimum of 30 days occurring 
between the two yard sales. This 
ordinance, VanWinkle stated, 
was obviously not being fol¬ 
lowed by everyone. 

"When we get hot into the 
yard sales around July, I'll get a 
call every day of someone com¬ 
plaining," VanWinkle said. 

People complain about yard 
sales going on Wednesday 
through Saturday, residents 
setting up basically permanent 
yard sales and driveways get¬ 
ting blocked because of the 
parking for yard sales. Stone 
stated that city personnel spend 
up to three hours every Monday 
morning picking up yard sale

Dona¬ 
tions of food are not yet 
needed in eastern Ken¬ 
tucky either. The Sal¬ 
vation Army, Southern 
Baptist Convention, and 
other trained disaster re¬ 
sponders are there and 
are providing meals. The 
EMA suggests that do¬ 
nations made directly to 
those agencies would be 
of more help. 

There are times when 
as we observe life around 
us, it seems as if selfish¬ 
ness and every man for 
himself is the prevail¬ 
ing attitude. It gives me 
hope that the self serving 
are not the in majority 
when we see so many 
people truly concerned 
and willing to give.

The 
building the Licking Val¬ 
ley Courier was housed 
in looked to be a total 
loss but according to the 
message, Earl Kinner 
who owns the paper was 
somewhat hopeful that 
a part of the back could 
be salvaged. Unfortu¬ 
nately his house, which 
was right across from 
the Courier building was 
completely flattened. Mr. 
Kinner had to be dug 
free of his basement un¬ 
der the ruble. I'm sure he 
feels blessed to be alive.

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hit because of its lower 
unemployment. Despite 
the recession hitting, un¬ 
employment is currently 
around 4 percent for the 
city limits, an unusually 
low number. 

Berea's "boom" was in 
2005, with $127,123 col¬ 
lected in building permit 
fees that year and 655 per¬ 
mits issued. The annual 
costs of building construc¬ 
tion for that year hit the 
highest point in a decade, 
with $30,821. While the 
next few years stayed rea¬ 
sonably steady with new 
construction and building, 
it swooped drastically for 
the year 2009. 

"The year 2005 was 
the peak over the last 20 
years," VanWinkle said, 
"resembling the national 
housing boom and then all 
of a sudden the recession 


hit here." 

There were only 400 per¬ 
mits issued in 2009, and 
$49,492 collected for per¬ 
mit fees, a 40 percent drop 
from the year before and a 
60 percent drop from the 
year 2005. 

Even more daunting, 
there were only 47 single 
family residential permits 
issued in 2009, compared 
to 72 in 2008 and 107 in 
2007. Funds spent on build¬ 
ing construction were at an 
all-time low in 2009, with 
$10,827 spent - around 30 
percent of the construction 
costs four years before. 

However, the good news, 
according to VanWinkle, is 
the data from the last two 
years. There was a slight 
increase in 2010, with an 
even stronger jump in 2011. 

"I don't think we'll get 
back to where we were in 
2005," VanWinkle admit¬ 
ted, but added, "and that's 
probably a good thing." 

Permits issued for 2011 
crept back up to 450, with 


$82,851 collected in fees. 
Construction costs rose to 
approximately $14,000 as 
well. 

VanWinkle pointed out 
that this past year rental 
areas increased faster than 
the single family dwell¬ 
ings. Especially north, to¬ 
wards the interstate, more 
multi-family dwellings are 
getting built. VanWinkle 
said that developers are 
reporting that these units 
are filling up quickly, and 
they often have a waiting 
list before they are ready 
to be occupied. Last year, 
almost as many multi-fam¬ 
ily dwellings were issued 
permits as single family, 
whereas in the five years 
before, multi-family units 
were a mere fraction of the 
number of single-family 
homes built. 

Though it's difficult 
to know why rentals are 
becoming more popu¬ 
lar, credit problems from 
the housing bust may be 
haunting some people. 


Many people ended up 
walking away from their 
homes in Berea, VanWin¬ 
kle said, which caused 
problems because then 
the city had to pick up the 
mowing and maintenance 
of the abandoned proper¬ 
ties. Now many of the de¬ 
velopers are handling the 
maintenance of abandoned 
homes they sold. 

While VanWinkle doesn't 
see the increase in multi¬ 
family dwellings as a con¬ 
cern, he stated that is was 
important for a communi¬ 
ty to have a larger amount 
of homeowners for stabil¬ 
ity of the area, since home- 
owners tend to be more in¬ 
vested in their community 
over the long haul. And 
one encouraging sign over 
the last eight months, Van¬ 
Winkle stated, is that there 
has been a steady climb of 
single family homes get¬ 
ting built. Berea also had 
still maintained around 60 
percent homeowners com¬ 
pared to rentors, unlike 


Richmond which tops out 
on the multi-family dwell¬ 
ings. 

Looking towards the fu¬ 
ture, VanWinkle identifies 
one new concern. 

"Now this is just my 
opinion," VanWinkle said, 
"but they're looking at 
bringing in 800 more peo¬ 
ple to the Depot for the 
demilitarization project, 
and these people are going 
to be buying houses, and 
some of them will be buy¬ 
ing and building in Berea. 
If those people can't be ab¬ 


sorbed into the local econ¬ 
omy after the project is 
complete, are we going to 
have another empty hous¬ 
ing situation in another ten 
years?" 

VanWinkle pointed 
out that Stoney Creek on 
Highway 25 N is a fast 
growing area, and not far 
away from the Depot. If 
many new homes are built 
for the professionals mov¬ 
ing in, there could be a glut 
in the housing market if 
they leave the area within 
the decade.

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The Value of the Good Old Days 



Berea is often referred 
to as a small town. 
Compared to Lexing¬ 
ton and Richmond, 
it is small. However, 
compared to towns for 
a long way to our west, 
east, and south, we're 
pretty big. 

It wasn't until I was 
nearly forty years old, 
and moved to Clarks¬ 
ville, TN, that I expe¬ 
rienced anything like 
living in an "urban" 
environment. Clarks¬ 
ville's vast sprawl of 
subdivisions south of 
Ft. Campbell, KY, with 
a tiny older area near 
the river, was com¬ 
pletely different than 
anything I had seen 
before. Even with 
a population of over 


100,000, locals con¬ 
sidered it as a "small 
town" because they 
were comparing it 
to Nashville. 

Sprawling subdi¬ 
visions, traffic, and 
the hustle and bus¬ 
tle of the "rat race" 
was something I 
had only briefly been 
exposed to while tak¬ 
ing a weekend trip to 
St. Louis or driving 
through a big city while 
on vacation. Living in 
Clarksville and work¬ 
ing as an urban forester 
for two years really 
opened my eyes to the 
environmental impacts 
of population growth 
and urban sprawl. 

The same dynam¬ 
ics are obviously at 
work in Lexington, 
Richmond, and even 
Berea. Since the inter¬ 
state highway system 
replaced railroads as 
the primary means of 
transportation, most of 
the larger towns along 
these four-lane high¬ 
ways have sprawled 


outward, while all oth¬ 
er communities seem to 
dry up and blow away. 

Every time I get a 
new road atlas, I am 
depressed to see how 
many more towns are 
bypassed by newly 
widened and redirect¬ 
ed highways. It looks 
to me like they're has¬ 
tening the breakdown 
of small town Ameri¬ 
ca, while gobbling up 
more land for sprawl. 

Look at an old atlas 
and compare it to a 
new one, and observe 
how much more this 
is happening in the 
Southeast than any¬ 
where else. It would 
seem that the plan is to 
get people through our 
pretty scenery with¬ 
out bothering them to 
stop in the small towns 
along the way. Instead, 
they can stop at the 
cookie-cutter franchis¬ 
es that litter every exit. 
At least we have craft 
stores and some other 
variety at ours. 

To put things in per¬ 


spective, Berea is big¬ 
ger than any town 
within an hour and a 
half drive of where I 
grew up. In fact, my 
home county and all 
bordering surround¬ 
ing counties combined, 
had (and still has) a 
smaller population 
than Madison County 
alone. Also, there has 
been no net change in 
population there for 
over 100 years. The 
same thing goes for the 
six counties to the east, 
where I worked as a 
district forester. 

I grew up in a town 
of 1,600 people, sur¬ 
rounded by even 
smaller towns, which 
still have their original 
K-12 schools; all with 
an enrollment less than 
a third of Berea Com¬ 
munity School. With 
no growth in the small 
towns and rural areas, 
some people (like me) 
have to move away to 
get jobs. 

It would sure be nice 
if things were more bal¬ 


anced and stable. Re¬ 
member when there 
wasn't any such thing 
as storage units? Re¬ 
member when most 
businesses were "Mom 
and Pop" places? Re¬ 
member when only 
"big cities" had any 
traffic to speak of? 

Maybe I'm just nos¬ 
talgic or impractical. 
Maybe these changes 
aren't that bad after 
all, and maybe a more 
transient, urban-based 
population is appro¬ 
priate for our times. 
Perhaps these changes 
won't matter to those 
who didn't grow up 
with them. But, there is 
no denying it that these 
changes have impacts 
on our environment, 
quality of life, and 
sense of community. 

On the positive side, 
it does seem like Berea 
is more aware of these 
changes and their im¬ 
pacts, and is more on 
the ball to manage 
them than most places.

signs, even though people 
holding the yard sales are 
supposed to take care of 
that themselves. 

Yard sales on streets such 
as Jefferson and Chestnut 
can create traffic hazards 
as well, according to city 
staff. 

"This does create a real 
problem," Van Winkle said. 
"It can be a real mess." 

Van Winkle and Stone 
stated that they wouldn't 
be ready to transfer the 
yard sale permits to the 
codes office until July, 
when the new software 
would be implemented. 
Then codes personnel 
could look up addresses 
and people to make sure 
they're not registering for 
more yard sales than legal¬ 
ly acceptable. City police 
would receive a list of the 
registered yard sales and 
where they were located, 
and could shut down the 
ones that didn't have per¬ 
mits. 

Van Winkle also suggest¬ 
ed increasing the number 
of possible yard sales to 
three a year in the ordi¬ 
nance, and / or increasing 
the number of days they 
could run. 

"That way they can have 
a yard sale for spring, sum¬ 
mer and fall," VanWinkle 
said. 

He suggested that this 
next year could be an edu¬ 
cation process, where peo¬ 
ple would receive warn¬ 
ings instead of citations. 

Staff will bring these rec¬ 
ommendations back to city 
council at a later time, with 
a recommended ordinance 
change. 

Stone brought up the 
chicken ordinance, and in¬ 
formed city council that the 
staff would like to make 
the conditional permit an 
administrative issue. 

"As far as our concerns," 
Stone said, "we'd like for 
this to become an admin¬ 


istration concern where 
it would be handled by 
codes. Instead of having 
it all going to the Board of 
Adjustments, it would go 
to the Codes office." 

In this way, VanWinkle 
pointed out, their office 
could make sure that all the 
criteria were met and make 
the assessment of whether 
a person was eligible. The 
way the current chicken 
ordinance is written. Stone 
remarked, meant it only 
needed to meet written cri¬ 
teria. 

Vi Farmer asked if there 
would be any recourse for 
the neighbors with the or¬ 
dinance, since originally 
that was a concern of some 
city council members. 
Stone pointed out that or¬ 
dinances were not about 
what people wanted or 
didn't want, but about the 
rule of law behind the or¬ 
dinance. 

"It's just like zoning 
changes," Stone said, "you 
look at the criteria to de¬ 
cide whether to approve." 

From his memory. Stone 
said, the ordinance was 
written in that way so 
neighbors would be noti¬ 
fied that someone applied 
for a conditional use per¬ 
mit, not so the neighbors 
could turn it down. 

VanWinkle said he may 
institute a waiting peri¬ 
od, so concerns could be 
brought by the neighbors 
such as a medical condi¬ 
tion that may be affected 
by the chickens or substan¬ 
tiated proof of a history of 
code violations. 

"If there's a history of 
problems with a particular 
homeowner, such as code 
violations," VanWinkle 
said, "I can reject the appli¬ 
cation." 

Council member Billy 
Wagers asked, "The point 
is to avoid the situation 
that we have on Adams 
Street, right?" 

Both Stone and VanWin¬ 
kle answered in the affir¬ 
mative. 

Stone updated the city 
council members on vari¬ 


ous projects happening 
around the city, and asked 
them to visit the property 
that the City of Berea and 
Madison County are con¬ 
sidering purchasing to¬ 
gether as a dump site for 
brush and other natural 
debris after storms. The 
property in question is 
four or five miles out of 
Berea in Garrard County, 
with approximately 250 
acres. The two govern¬ 
ments have discussed it as 
a way for individuals and 
their staff to have some¬ 
where to take all the storm 
weather debris. 

Stone told the city coun¬ 
cil members he would take 
them out to see the prop¬ 
erty on Tuesday at 5 p.m. 

Two road projects that 
are now ready to go for 
the City of Berea are the 
upgrading of Bratcher 
Lane and the expansion 
of Menelaus Road. Berea 
has received over a million 
from the State of Kentucky 
to upgrade Bratcher Lane, 
where they'd put in a curb 
and gutter and a sidewalk 
on one side. Stone stated 
the Bratcher project could 
be ready within the next 
year. 

Menelaus Road will be 
expanded to three lanes, 
but there will be no shared 
use path since enough 
right-of-way could not be 
purchased. District 7 has 
taken it on themselves to 
buy it. 

City staff, including 
Stone, VanWinkle, May¬ 
or Steve Connelly and 
GIS Cooordinator and 
City Land Surveyor Paul 
Schrader will be meeting 
with District 7 on Friday at 
9:30 a.m. to discuss the ex¬ 
pansion of Highway 25 N. 
District 7 purchased soft¬ 
ware to model different de¬ 
signs for the highway, and 
Stone stated he has had 
several conversations with 
them about the concerns of 
citizens and the possible 
designs. 

Construction of the 
bridge over Silver Creek, 
part of the approved

time for the program, be¬ 
cause of the different con¬ 
troversial topics that have 
bubbled up in Berea, put¬ 
ting some people at odds 
with others, and Christian 
on different sides of an is¬ 
sue.

Philip Willett is an artist to the 
bone. He has made some form of 
art all his life — painting, weaving, 
carving, spinning, drawing; you 
name it. His conversation is full of, 
"it's just such fun" or "I just love to . 
. ." He went to school for it, he had 
jobs around it, and at 55, he is still 
evolving in his art and believes in it 
as a healing, nurturing force for in¬ 
dividuals and communities, despite 
art's often sparse income earning 
aspects. 

His pieces convey history, beauty, 
honesty and a sense of truth, even 
in something as seemingly simple 
as a landscape. The time, vision, 
sustainable aspect of the product 
and technical skill exemplify the 
many definitions of what art is. In 
the past he has mostly been known 
for his paintings, but lately he has 
been working in wool with both 
weaving and felting. 

"The process is more important 
than the product—it is heart and 
soul building to make things with 
your hands. The purpose of art is 
to transform a life, and the great¬ 
est value of art is in doing it. Art 
is therapeutic, not just for people 
who have talent and training, but 
to help people leave their pain be¬ 
hind. I know that creativity and ar¬ 
tistic expression help us refine our 
soul and give us the opportunity to 
dream our own reality and often the 
power to surmount life's pains," he 
explained. 


His small home on Jefferson Street 
is full of antiques, spinning wheels, 
looms and other art relics. He re¬ 
stores old spinning wheels, and 
uses them in spinning his own yarn 
for weaving. He has "only" seven 
in the house right now. He down¬ 
sized when he came to Berea, buy¬ 
ing a small house on Jefferson Street 
intentionally so that he would have 
to pass on some of his possessions. 

"I bought this little house to stop 
myself from being a pack rat, yet I 
believe it is a failed experiment," 
Willett said. 

His dog Lola and cat Hobo have 
plenty of soft, antique nooks to hide 
in. 

His wool art ranges from scarves 
to landscape scenes and other ob¬ 
jects that he has wet felted. He 
likes to do the whole process, start¬ 
ing with the raw wool, cleaning it, 
carding it, spinning it and dying it 
if needed. He does everything by 
hand or buys dyed wool from other 
artists to mix with what he has card¬ 
ed and spun himself. He does it all, 
except raise the sheep. He buys his 
wool, never processed in any way, 
from Kentucky farmers and from as 
far away as Iceland. 

Willett, who was born in May sville 
in 1956, grew up making things for 
himself. His family has been there 
since 1790. 

"I was the thirteenth of 14 chil¬ 
dren and if we wanted something, 
we made it," he said. 

His dad was transferred to Indi-

ana, where Phil gradu¬ 
ated from high school at 
15. He wasn't ready to go 
to college, so he hitchhiked 
across 42 states until he was 
20. Then he went to Ft. 
Wayne School of Fine Arts 
on a scholarship in painting 
and print making, receiving 
a BFA in those mediums. 
Another scholarship would 
have allowed him to go to 
the Chicago Art Institute. 

Willett said, " It was the 
most disgusting place, the 
city, and I hated the cruel, 
rude people. If you didn't 
have money they declined 
having anything to do with 
you. I put my antiques into 
my pickup and headed to 
Lexington, where I knew I 
could survive." 

He taught community 
education classes and loved 
the students, "They are the 
best ever because they want 
to be there. They are the 
only age group I have ever 
taught that beg for assign¬ 
ments and criticism." 

For many years, he did 
professional large scale 
decorating for the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky and then 
for various companies. 


For UK, he was in charge 
of illustrations to market 
events, and created staged 
elements as big as 45 feet 
in the air and 95 feet long. 

Before moving to Berea, 
however, he lived in a 680- 
acre farm in Clark County 
by himself. But he found 
himself becoming too much 
of a hermit, and decided 
to move to Berea this past 
June to find community 

"I've brought visitors 
here for the past 35 years, 
for hikes, fun, arts and 
crafts," Willett said, "It's 
so beautiful and so many 
artists. I moved here on a 
crazy whim." 

He also hopes to be help¬ 
ful in encouraging the artis¬ 
tic community here, which 
he said, "needs soldiers— 
they need to be heralded! 
I've been an artist from 
birth, and have been work¬ 
ing with my hands, paint¬ 
ing, carving, weaving—I 
had a grand raising: 'If you 
want it—you can make it.'"
